Three years ago its agents managed to 
so arrange matters that this company was 
the only bidder for the garbage-reduction 
contract. 

It had a@ previous contract by which the 
city paid $65.700 annually for the work. 

When it became the only bidder tor a 
similar contract it raised the price to $125,- 
000 annually. 

That is what the city has been paying 
for the last three years. 

It was only about $6000 less than double 
the previous figure. 


Will It Again 
Double Price? 


If the company can again arrange to 
squeeze out other bidders it will raise tts 
figure to $6000 less than twice $125,000 this 
fall, should it foilow its own precedent.

The facts relating to the whereabouts of State Senator James 

Orchard when he was wanted as a materia! witness for the de- 
fense in the Farris case afford a flat contradiction to the aile- 
gations upon which the trial was postponed. 
“When the attorney for the defense announced that Orchard 
was in Arkansas, beyond reach of the process of the court, he 
was in fact at his home in Poplar Bluff. Moreover, he went 
to the sherifl and inquired if he had a subpena for him. ‘The 
attorney for the defense told Judge Graves that a subpena 
had been sent to Poplar Bluff Thursday night and returned 
Saturday morning marked “unserved.” The sheriff of Butler 
County told the Post-Dispatch correspondent that no one hac 
tried to serve a subpena on Senator Orchard because no sub 
pena had beer sent to him for service. It is said that Orcherd 
left Poplar Bluffs Friday morning for St. Louis and returned 
Sunday night. 

The facts are peculiar, very peculiar. They emphasize what 
the Post-Dispatch all along said about the danger of delay in 
the trial of these boodle cases.

I remember him back in 
the early 80s, when he appeared at a Reve- 
nue Reform Club dinner, presided over by 
Mr.- Beecher, and uttered manly sentiments 
against the wrong of protection and special 
government privilege, although, as he said, 
he had been told that his speech would 
injure his political fortune.

The dead man was from 45 to 50 years 
old, about 6 feet 6 inches tall, had gray 
eyes, a brown mustache and thin brown 
hair. He was almost bald. 
Vhe suit of clothes worn by the dead man 
was purchased from the Hart Tailoring Co. 
by James Ward, formerly an attache of 
the Mercantile Club. 
Mr. Hart stated that Ward left the city 
about six weeks 0 and that his relatives 
live in Canada. ard was 45 years of age. 
According to the time he ieft the city, if 
Ward is the dead man, he must have «ar- 
ried the ecarbolic acid about for six weeks 


before using it.
